It was no difgrspe to obr country 
to be at this time incap^ible of l^ iging a ccni- 
mrici tl war with Grcitt Britain, nn[ was 
there a (Iiadow either of jiifkice or reafon, in 
charging us, for affVfting this incapiicity, 
with any pirtiality for J^ogUndi unlrfi the 
opinion wiiich we had been hardy enough to 
pronounce, that fi* American fiigatr^ were 
not a match for right hundred Rritiih flnps 
of war, could be conflrued as a proof of fuch 
par\i»lity. 
The love of country, 
which 
prompt» the glorious f.^crifice both of life 
and tortune, would prove a cutfe inflead of 
a bleffiag, Unlels acrompsnird by the judg- 
ment, at 4II tim''s, to perceive our true inte- 
refts, and to eUimate ptdp^-rly otir capatity 
CO air.rt and ni-<intain them^ 


Another objection to the propofed meafure 
was that it could not, at one and the fame 
time be confidered, as fome called it, 
tak- 
ing fuch a pactRc (lep as could give her no 
oifcuce.*' 
If the firll, its ruinous tendencyi 
we thought, had been fnfficiently dcnion- 
ftrated.

of the country to perfcvere in them. 
We 
conceived it a fuiBcirnt anfwei to all the ar- 
guments, ufed on thcfe points, to remind 
gentlemen of the difference brtweeu fix fri- 
gates, or twenty if they pleafed, nod eight 
hundred (hips of war ; and of the in.<gnitude 
of the facri/ice, whith we were c tllrd upon 
to hazard, compiircd to the o b j r d for which 
it was to be made. T o the argumentf^ urged 
in favour of doing fomething, at this time, 
we anfwered, that otor minifter at London 
was, at this very time, engaged in difcufting 
our differences with that court, and that he 
had given us reafon to hope he f^iould amica- 
bly adjuft them ; that if any reltanee could 
be placed in thil afTurance, it would be pre- 
mature to do any thing whilfl this negocia- 
tion was pending. 
If England wai difpofed 
to go to war, this meafure, brfore it could 
be brought to operate upon her, might ena- 
ble her to do us incalcul&ble mifchief« by 
the capture of our veifels, ard perhaps the 
plunder of fome of our fe^port towns. 
On 
the contrary« if (be was inclined to peace, 
any evidence of hodility on our part, might 
retard, but could not poftibly ac£elerate it. 
Unlet» indeed we could prefume that ftic 
feared Us, which, after our condu£t towards 
Sp^in^ it was utterly imprffible that Qie could 
do. Whatever imprefiion wr mitiht have made 
upon her at the firii of the felTion, by the 
propufed meafure (he could not now be made 
to believe that we would petfevere in this, 
or any other meafure adopted o(l< iiTibly to 
coerce her, after knowing that a power, 
whith had injured and infnltrd us full a» 
much in proportion to her ability to admit, 
as Great Britain had done, had been treated 
in the manner 
in which we had tre^^ted 
Spnin. 
After aAing, apparently at leifl, fo 
puiillanimouily towards that riatioii, nothing 
lefs than an aAual declaration of war, could 
make Great-Britain believe us in earnrd, in 
any attempt to force her into a compliance 
with our wifhes. 
We had deprived ourfclves 
of credibility on this point, and we mufl take 
the confi-ijuences. 
If we had aiied confift. 
ently ; if the outrages if Spain had been 
met with the fame fpirit of jjft indignation 
as thofe of Britain. th»^re might perhaj»?, have 
beeo f'ime probability of accfl-rating the 
propofrd meafure, even admitting that this 
was the fole motive of iti »doption. 
But 
wh<n Great-Britain knew 
fhe certainly 
would do from her ininiiler here, who had 
our fecrets slinoil as foon as we had it our- 
f l^p») that wr had aOrd, to all appearances 
at le^h, a dailardly p^rt towards Spain, or 
r t' er France, (h wou'd nor, fh" rou'd not, 
brlieve us capable of any other conduA to« 
wards bcr» 
J 


The ireil^ which has heretofsre Concealed 
this part of our proceeding from the publi« 
eye, is at length reaioved, and I haften to en« 
hibit a concife flatement of that tranfa£lioii 
before that tribunal, whofe right finally t o 
decide all ^ueftioni of national import^ I hope 
will never be infringed. 
At the commence*

majority of the houfe has determined, much 
to my regret, continued theinjundion of fe* 
crety, containing no fentimentsin oppofitioil 
to the public one. 
A committee, appointed 
on thii tneiTage, brought in a repoTt,expri(Rve 
of fentiments conC ntineous to thofe in t h t 
fiiO^ and confequently not hoftile to thoCft 
in the laO niefTage. This report recommend* 
ed it to Congrefs, to a^thohfe the Prefident 
to raiiie certain troops, the number of which 
v^as intended to be foUr thoufand, fOr thtt 
purpofe of repelling and punifhtng %x\f 
agfjreflions on our frontiers : which had beetl 
violated, and which were threatened with 
invaHon for f^veral months previous to th« 
battle of Trafalgar, the ilTue of which com* 
pelled Spain to turn her attention to another 
quarter. 
Another 
o b j r ^ for which thit 
force was dtfjgned, was the defence and 
protection of our lately acquired territoryt 
which was, and (bll is, entirely deftitute o£ 
defence, and feveral hundred miles di(\ant 
from the neareA weftern (late. No ofTenPive 
expedition againfl the Floridas, as fome have 
falfely aiferted, was either wiAied or intend* 
ed by any of the friends of this report, as far 
as 1 heard or under(\ood their i^entimenta* 
Nothing was more remote from our wifliet 
than ivar, either with Spain or England* 
K 
large majority of the houfe rejeAed 
thit 
report. 
In this inftance, I waa in the 
mi* 
nority. 
A 
refolution« which 
had 
been 
previoufliy laid upon our table, (after bein^ 
rtjciilcd by the committee who brought iu 
the report) was then offered to the houfe bf 
one of the majority. 
This refolation pro* 
[nA'etl to appropriate two millions of 
dollars, 
ostensibly for tbe vague purpose of 
defraying 
any extraordinary 
expences which 
might 
he 
in curred in our intercourse with fofdgn 
na* 
tious, but asserted to be in reality /hr tbe pur-- 
chase of tbe Flortdas. 
It alfo authorifed 
the Prefident to borrow the nionry at Gtc 
per cent, without fixing any time or fund 
for the redemption of the debt ; and pro-* 
poled to continue the additional duty of two 
and a half per cent, on imports commonly 
called the Mediterranean fund, which fund, 
the law creating it^ declared (hould ceafe 
with the Tripolitan war. 
W e propofed to 
fpecify the object, and to limit the fam. T h e 
rpecification was agreed to, fifty eight vot- 
ing againfl it ; and the debt to be incurred, 
made redeemable at will, but the limitation 
was rejeAed, and even the fpecification 
it- 
felf afterwards ftrurk out in the bill.

tnong tbe arguments 
urged to justify 
tbe 
measure finally adopted, it was »aid that these 
were the secret wishes of the 
President» 


To this we anfwered, that although w« 
were difpofed to treat with refpeft tbe opi- 
nions of the Prefident^ when ofRcially com« 
municated, yet even then we did not conceive 
ourfelves under any obligation to adopt thenu 
We confidered ourfelves the reprefentativea 
of a tree and independent people« sent us 
here to be governed, 
not by men but by princi» 
pies s and to yield obedience to nothing 
but 
the couvictions 
of our own deliberate 
jndg* 
ment. Thaeif th« Prefident has any opinions 
o^ this fubjeiSl, other than thofe which he 
had communicated, they ought to form 
tb^ 
subject of another confdential 
message. 
And 
that if this fcheme for appropriating two mil- 
lions towards an objeit not fpecificd, was bis, 
it was in direA contradiflion to the princi- 
ple, which he himfelf had recommended and 
enforced in one of his former meiT^gej. 
Ii« 
his meffage to the feventh Congrefs, he f^ys 
— I n our cire too, of the public contiibu* 
tions entruiled to our direc\ioi», it would be 
prudent to multiply barrier« »(pinfl diflipa» 
tion, by appiopriating fpecific lums. to every 
Ip-cific puipiife fufcrptible of drfinition ; by 
difallowing all application of money, varyiniij 
from the approprintion in'obje^X, or tranf- 
cending it in amount ; by reuucing the un- 
dffined field of contitigenctci, and thereby 
circumfcribing difcreiionary powers 
over 
money ; by bringing back to a finglt depart- 
mrnt all accountabilities, where the examina* 
tion may be prompt, efficacio'i», and uni- 
form."

It was no difgrafe to our Country 
to be at this time incapable ot tv iging a ccm- 
merci ii war with Great Britain, nog was 
there a iliadow eithei of judice or re a Ion, in 
charging us, for affrlbf.g this incapacity, 
with any pirtiality tor England* unlrfi the 
opinion winch we had been bardy enough to 
pronounce, that fix American Ligates were 
not a match for eight hundred Bi it itll (hips 
of war, could be cnnftrued ai a prool of tai h 
partiality. 
'The love o f country, 
which 
prompt! the glorious L c r fice both of life 
anu fortune, would prove a cm Ie inflead of 
a hie (Ting, Unfelt acrompanied by the ju d g ­ 
ment, at .ll times, to perceive our true inte­ 
rest 
ami to ellnnate properly our capacity 
to iff. rt aud m iintam them. 
Another objection to the propofed meafure 
was that it could not, at one and the fame 
time be confidered, as time called it, 
tak­ 
ing fuck a pacific Hep as could give her no 
offence.” 
If the firtf, its ruinous teudency, 
we thought, had been fufficiently demon- 
Orated, 
l f the lafl its inefficacy to cure the 
evils complained of, mull be maoiteft. 
It 
was aliened that Great-FJritain could be co 
erced only by (lrong meafurrs ; and all we 
afield was, that thofe who prnpofe them, 
would prove to tis the policy and the power 
of uiing them at this time, and the Capac i'y 
of the country to perfevere in them. 
W e 
conceived it a fufficient anfwer to all the ar- 
guments, ufed on thefe points, to remind 
gentlemen of the difference between fix fri­ 
gates, or twenty if they pleated, and eight 
hundred (hips of war ; and of the magnitude 
of the facrifice, which we were ceiled upon 
to hazard, compared to the obj-dl for which 
it was to be made. 
T o the argument?, nrgrd 
in favour of doing fomething, at this time, 
we anfwered, that our mmifter at London 
was, at this very time, engaged in difcuding 
our differences with that court, and that he 
had given ut reafon to hope he fliould arnica, 
bly adjuft them; that if any reliance could 
be placed in this affurance, it would be pre- 
mature to do any thing whiff! this ncgocla- 
tion was pending. 
If England was dilpofed 
to go to war, this meafure, before it could 
be brought to operate upon her, might tn t. 
hie her to do us incalculable mifchief, by 
the capture of our veffrls, and perhaps the 
plunder r f fome of our feaport towns. 
Cfi 
the contrary, if Die was inclined to peace, 
any evidence of lioflility on our part, might 
retard, but could not poffibly accelerate it* 
U n lrfi indeed we could prrfume that (fie 
teared us, which, after our conduit towards 
Sp*in, it was utterly impr ffible that (fie could 
do. Whatever imprrCGon w#- mi^ht have made 
upon her 
at the firft o f the felfion, 
by the 
proposed meafure fhe could not now be made 
to believe that we would pe»fevrre in this, 
or any other meafure adopted c i f nfibly to 
coerce her, 
after knowing that a pnwer, 
which had injured and icfulted us full aa

A t the commence* 
ment of the prefent feflion,th€ Prefidtnt Cent 
us two mrffigei, the one public, the other 
confidential ; the firft breathing a Ipirit o f 
jut! indignation at our wrongs, and a deter* 
urination to puifue all proper means to re* 
drefs them ; the other certainly not contra* 
di&ory to the firft * the public meltage re* 
commending dccifive meafuret, particularly 
towards Spain, with whom our negotiation 
had (ailed, and who had injured us as much 
to the extent of her Dower, as Oreat-Bri* 
tain ; the private meffige, upon which the 
majority of the houfe has determined, much 
to my regret, Continued theinjun&ion of fe» 
crety, containing no fentimentain oppofitiotl 
to the public one. 
A committee, appointed 
on thiimeffage, brought in a report,exprtdive 
of fentimcnts conf-ntsneous to thole in t h t 
fii ft, and confequently not hoftile to t k o f t 
in the lait me Rage. This report recommend­ 
ed it to Congrefs, to anthorife the PreGdent 
to raife certain troops, the number o f which 
was intended to be four thoufand, for 
thX 
purpofe o f repelling 
and 
puntfhmg 
any 
ag g re (Bons on our frontiers : which had beett 
violated, and which were threatened with 
invafton for A v e ril months previous to the 
battle of Trafalgar, the iflue of which com* 
pelted Spain to turn her attention to another 
quarter. 
Another 
objrH for which thit 
torte was drfigned, was the defence and 
prntrIlion of our lately acquired territory* 
which was. and (till is, entirely deftitute o f 
defence, and feveral hundred miles diftant 
from the neared weftrrn (late. N o offenfivc 
expedition againfl the Florida!, as fome have 
falfely affrrted, was either wiflied or intend* 
ed by any of tht friends o f this report, as far 
as I heard or underftood their ientimfnta* 
Nothing was more remote from our wifliet 
than war, tither with Spain or England. 
A 
large majority of the houfe rf jelled thia 
report. 
In this inftance, I was in tht mi­ 
nority. 
A 
refolution, 
which 
had been 
previoufly laid upon our table, (after being 
r< jelled by the committee who brought in 
the report) was then offered to the houfe b f 
one of tile majority. 
This refolation pro* 
poled to appropriate two millions o f dollars, 
ostensibly fo r the vague purpose o f defraying 
amy extraordinary expences which might he 
in curred in our intercourse w uh f o r e ig n fin* 
Dour, but asserted to be in reality for the fur* 
chase o f the M ondos, 
It alfo authorifei 
the Prefident to borrow the money at fix 
per ceot. without fixing any time or fund 
for the redemption of the debt ; and pro* 
poled to continue the additional duty of two 
and a half per cent, on imports commonly 
called the Mediterranean turd, which fund, 
the law creating it, declared (hould ceile 
with the Tripolitan war. 
W e propofed to 
fpecify the objell, and to limit the Tim. T h e 
rpecification was agreed to, fifty eight v o t. 
mg againfl it ; and the debt to be incurred, 
made redeemable at will, but tho limitation 
was rejelled, and even the fpecificatmn 
it- 
felf afterwards ftruck out in the bill. 
A - 
mong the arguments urged to ju stify the 
measure finally adopted, it was send that these 
were the secret wishes o f the President• 
T o this we anfwered, that although we 
were difpofed to treat with refpel! the opi­ 
nion* of the Prefidenr, when officially com­ 
municated, yet even then we did not conceive 
ourfelves under any obligation to adopt them* 
W e confidered ourfelvei the reprefentatives 
o f a tree and independent people, sent ne 
here to be governed, not by men but by prtnci• 
pies i and to yield obedience to nothing but 
the convictions o f our own deliberate ju d g * 
ment. T h a f if the Prefident has any opinion* 
on this fubjel!, other than thofe which be 
had communicated, they ought to form the 
subject o f another confidential message• A n i 
that if this fcheme for appropriating two mil* 
lions toward* an obj*£l not fpecificu, was his, 
it was in direH contradiHion to the princi­ 
ple, which he himfrlf had recommended and 
enforced in one o f his former mfff«ges.

In our care too, o f the public contiibu* 
tions entrufted to our direl\ion, it would be 
prudent to multiply barriers againfl diffipa*

It is not nece(Tary to prove how contrary 
this a£l IS to the rights of nations, or to the 
laws of the German Empire.

tion is too evident to be required to be prov­ 
ed. 
It is the mod f«cred principles of good 
iiith, of honor, and in faA all liie ooiiga- 
tinns upon which the reciprocal fafety of 
diiTcrent States amongd thei^frlvesi and of 
each civil lociety in itfelf repofe, which are 
trodden under fuot in fuch a manner, that 
the r^orld would have difficulty in believing 
it, if I did not caufc the fails to be laid be­ 
fore them, which are authenticated in the 
narrative which I have ordered to be pre­ 
pared. 


The proceedings of the Court of ftrrlln, 
v/henthr EIe£lorate was occupied by its troops 
in 1801—its condu6l, far from being friend­ 
ly during the nfg^otiation for the indemnities 
xvhich fallowed the Peace of Luneville— the 
declacation which it made> when France pre- 
pateJ to iijvade the Ele£^orate—-and ladly, 
the burthenfome conditions under which it 
erdeavoured to caofc it to be evacuated, to 
fubditute her own troops, indcad of thofe of 
France, had given too many proofs to the 
government of Hanover, not to oblige it to 
endeavour to avoid all fort of intervention 
on the part uf this Power, even at the tno- 
ment that it was on thd pnint af engaging in 
a difpute wi:h France, 
The events which 
retarded the arrival in Hanover of the expe­ 
dition, concerted between Great-Britaiti, 
Ruftia and Sweden, gave the Pruilian troops 
tit opportunity of anticipating them, after 
the French army had been obliged to evacu­ 
ate the Eleilorate. 


This d«p was accompanied by the hiod 
friendly protedations on the part of Pruflii. 
She invited the Hanoverian Government to 
refume its fun£lions in my name, and to col* 
left the wreck of the army. 


The country, already f'i 
unfortunate, 
doubly felt the weight of the numerous re- 
quifitions extofted by the Pruilian corps, 
without the lead regard to the fituatlon in 
which the French left it. 


After the unfortunate reCult of the cam­ 
paign of the Allies in the South of the Em­ 
pire, an attack in the North was to be ex- 
pedled. 
His Imperial Majesty o f Russia^ to 
obviate the dangers to nvbicb Prussia might 
is exposed, placed, in consequence o f the Con* 
venthn of Pottdam^ his troops under Count 
de Tehtoy and tbs cjrps of General Benning- 
sen U N D E R

M AJES'I Y, and promjfed him moreover, 
all the aflidance for Which he might have oc- 
cafion. 
It was fcarcely to be expected that 
Pruflia would avail herfelfof thisadvantage,

gave her, to obtain fronj France terms con­ 
trary to the intered which thefe rtfources 
were intended to proteil.

change of fcene ; and my wiflies would be 
fulfilled if in confe quence of tbe didntereft- 
ed views by which 1 am impelled, the ad- 
minidratiou 1 have taken upon me fliould 
turn out to the happinefs of the country 
and its inhabitants ; and by that means satis­ 
factory to bis Britannic Majefly, to whom I 
defire nothing more than to give, in this 
instance, as in all others, z\\ the proofs of 
confideration, ofdeference, and of F R IE N D ­ 
S H IP , which circUmdance may put in my 
power.'* 


The experience of the pad, and, a lirell 
founded apprchenfion of the future, did not 
allow me to hefitate about the part nectffary 
to be taken ; and my Eleiloral Government 
Was indruited not to enter into any negocia- 
tion, the objeA cf which might have been 
to avoid a new French invafion, by allowing 
the Pruffians to occupy Hanover. 


The proted nrjde upon this occafion by 
my EUAoral Minider of State, was in- 
e(fc£luaL 
The King of PruiHa csufed ^he 
greated part of tbe country to be occupied 
at the moment that my troops re-embarkcd ; 
and his meafures were executed without the 
lead regard, 
it was too (Pafy toforeiee that Count Haug- 
wita would fiad means at Paris to bring 
back the arrargement between Pruifia and 
France, announced brre as ratifled by tbe 
contraetingparties, 
to its original inten­ 
tion. 


This was what took place ; and the French 
troops took poffeffion of Arfpach, one of the 
obje£ls of compenfation according to the 
treaty of Decmbcr 15, the ve»y dsy that the 
Marquis De Luccbefini c«uU reach Berlin 
with intelligence that France required the 
execution of the articles agreed upon at 
ViennH. 


This anfwer returned by the Britifli Cabi­ 
net to th« communication of January.25. 
did not arrive at Berlin until atter the M i­ 
nider of State, Baron Hardeiiberg, had an­ 
nounced to the Britifli Envoy the hodile 
meafures which have compelled me to fuf- 
pend my relations with a Court which could 
fo far forget iifclf. 


The PruiRan note of April 4 can furnifli 
no good argiiments tb cdablilh an unjudifia- 
ble meafure. 


It begins by vaunting the paciBc difpoTi- 
lions of Pruflia. 
I'his difpofition is nc fur­ 
ther iincere, than as it has for its foundation 
the principles of a jud neutrality. 
The 
Note delivered by the Cabinet of Berlin to 
the French Minider on the 14th of OAober, 
at the very indant that Prudla appeared to 
ft el t.he affront which (he received by tbe vi­ 
olation of the territory of Anfpach, ac­ 
knowledges that the condu£l which fhe had 
followed, to tbat time, had proved of advan 
tage to Fr-ince. 


Her aAionS had much lefs preteDfions to 
the charafter of impartiality. 
After having 
permitted the French troops who se**ed on 
tbe Electorate of Hanover, a passage through 
the Prussian territory, sbc declared herself 
ready to oppose, sword in band, tbat which 
the Emperor o f Russia bad demanded fo r his 
armies^ 


France herfelf forced the paftage ; flie 
preteiided to offer excuf^s for that dep, but 
It was in a manner equTlly cffendve. 


She had feen too clearly wlvere the refent- 
ment of PruiTia would terminate, which in 
f.i£l appeared to be d Acd, when bis Imperial 
Majcdy of RuiTit engaged in a perfonal 
communication with the King. 


PrulTta then demanded fublidies of Great. 
Britain, which Were promifed to her, and 
flie figned the Conventiou of Putfdam, the 
conditions o f which she would doubtless have 
been more disposed to fu lfil, i f I cculd hate 
so fa r forgotten my duty ms to consent to tbe 
proposition o f ceding the electorate o f Hano^ 
ter fo r some Prussian Provinte, 


Pruffia affirms, that from tbe events of the 
war, die has not had the choice of means to 
f' tiure the fafety of its Monarchy, and of the 
States of the North. 
She wiAies to make it 
appear, that (be has been compelled to eg- 
grandite herself, and to become the indru- 
meat, rather than the obje£l of the ven­ 
geance of nty enemies. 


Such an avowal does not become a great 
powrr.~-All Europe knows that it dfpended 
on Prufiia, before the battle of Auiierlitz, 
to give repofe to Europe, if ihe had taken 
the psrt wbich her real intereds, and the 
OQir^ged honor of her Monarchy di£Vated 
to her. 
She can no longer be excufed, after 
having miiTed fuch an opportunity ; and even 
fitice the event of the 2d cf December, did 
Ihe not command an army of 250,000 men, 
whc dill remember the vi^ories it obtained 
uuder the greii Ficdcrick/ whjch was in the 


Ruffian army, two corps cf whiin wfre 
^ 
tually under the command o f the Kii g oi 
Pruffia ? 


She would, without doubt, have beej’ fub- 
jeft to certain rifles; bu; ihe found herfr if 
in a fituation, when every danger mufl be 
encocntered, to fave the honor of theS tste. 
— The Prince who hedtates in making a 
choice, dedroyS the principle which ferves aj 
the bafis of a military monarchy ; and Pruf- 
fiaoûjjht already to begin %o feel tbc facri- 
fice he has made of her independence* 


Tbe Note of April 4, affirms, “ That 
France had conddered the Eleâorate as its 
conqued, and tbat its troops had been on 
the point of re-enteHog it to make a definite 
difpofat of it.’* 


Tbe Electorate of Hanover, as an integral 
part of the Germauie Empire, is not concern^ 
ed in the war between Great-Britain and 
Franct ; nevertbelefs, it has been unjudl/ 
invaded by that Power, which has, notwith- 
danding, frequently indicated the objeâ for 
which {be was difpofed to redore it. 


France was at leng.h compelled to aban* 
don the country, and forty thoufand of my 
troopt, and thofe of my allies, were edablifli- 
ed there^ when the Count de Haugwitz ligfi- 
ed the treaty which difpofcs of my States* 
It is true, thst^ the Ruffian corps was theil 
at the difpofal oif his Pruffian Majedy ; bvt 
its Chief, with the genuine fpirit of an hono- 
rsble*man, was not the lefs determined to 
fight, 4f the AUtes of his M ader were at­ 
tacked ; We (ball not fpeak of the French 
garrifon which remained at Haiheln, infuffi- 
cient in point of number,,deprived of the 
means of defence, and on the point of beings 
bedeged, when the promifes of Pruflia cauf- 
ed the plan to be abandoned. 


'I'he intention of France to difpofe defini­ 
tively of the Ele^orate, would have been 
contrary to the aiTertions (he has fo often 
Biade. 
It would, moreover, have been con­ 
trary to the ufage of # ar, fmce even a con­ 
que d is hot definitely difpofed of before a 
peace ; and particularly at a moment when 
a wifh might exid| to mioifeft a pacific difa 
poiicion. 


Fruilia had no right té jud|fe if Grett-Brî- 
tain bad the means of oppodng tha returii 
of my enemies to the Ele^orate. H er pow­ 
er furnifhes her with the means of bringing^ 
the war to an honorable end, for the inter­ 
eds Ihe defends ; but it is difficult to con« 
ceivè in what light Pruffia pretends that her 
meafures removed troops that are strangers, 
to the EleAorate, and ehfure the repofe of 
the North. 
H er troops, in confequence of 
the treacherous conduA of her Cabinet, will 
remain as inuch ftrangera to the Ehé^otate 
at the French troops* 


Pruffia fhould not fpeak of *her facrificea» 
at the moment when her only aim is to ag­ 
grandize herfelf, unlefs (he leels tbe lofs of 
her independence to be fuch, and how much 
d^e has departed from her dutyj in abandon^ 
ing one of the olded poiTefllons of her Houfe* 
and of fubjefts who implored in vain, her 
affidance. 
Beddes, her facrifices have no 
connection with my fydem of policy, an! ton« 
1er no right on her to uforp the govertiment 
of my German fubje^^s, whcfe idelity no­ 
thing has hitherto lhaken, and which they 
will retain towards my perfon, and a family 
of ï*rinces, who for many years have only 
fought their happinefs* 


It is evident that the conduct of the Court 
of Berlin is not the free expreffion of the 
will of its Sovereign, but the confequence o£ 
the iufiuence exercifed by my enemies in tbe 
Cabinet of that Prince* 
All the Cotirts, and 
all the States, however, who can judge of 
circumdances, and all that they owe to the 
fydem adopted by the Court of Berlin, will 
agree that the adt committed agarnd a Sove­ 
reign united to his Pruffian Majedy by the 
tics of blood, and until now by thofe cf 
fiiendfhip, places tbs fafety of Europe in 
greater danger than any a£t of hodility on 
the part of a power with which one might be 
at open war. 


Convioced of th eju d iceo f my caufe, I 
make aiy appeal to all the Powers of Europe» 
who are intereded in redding the confolida* 
tion cf a fydenit which by threatening the. 
Empire brings into quedion the fecurity tit 
the whole. I demand moil earnedly, the 
conditutional aid which is due to me as an 
£le£lor, from the Etnpire, its augud Hesd« 
as well as Ruffia and Sweden, the Powers 
who have guaranteed its couftitution end 
who have already manifeded, and dill con­ 
tinue to maoifed, 
the 
mod 
honoura­ 
ble difpofition for the prefcrvation of my 
States. 


Ladly, I proted in the mod folemn man­ 
ner, for myfeIf, and my heirs, againd every 
encroachment on my rights in the Electorate 
of Brunfwick-Lunenburgh, and its depen­ 
dencies Î and I repeat in quality of EleCtor, 
the Declaration made by the Minider of my 
Crown at the Court of Berlin, that no ad- 
vsntaçe, arifing from polirica! arrargements, 
much lefs any offer whatever of an indemni­ 
ty, or equivalent, (hall ever engage me to 
forget what I owe to my dignity, the attach­ 
ment and exemplary fidelity of my Hanove­ 
rian fubjeCts, fo as to yield my confcoi to 
the aKenation of my Electorate.
